Guise was treacherously assassinated | 


at Orleans, by a Huguenot, Poltrot 
de Mere, who confessed that he had 
been hired by Beze and Coligny. Dur- 
ing this war, Condé and Coligny sold 
the city of Havre to the English, 
exchange for military assistance 
against France. This war was ended 
by the Peace of Amboise, March 19, 
1563 

After this, and before the Massacre 
of St. Bartholomew, the Huguenots 
started and carried on two more s0- 
called “religious” wars, the first being 
concluded by the Peace of Longju- 
meau (March 23, 1568), and the sec- 
ond by the Edict of St. Germain( Apr. 
8, 1570). Such was the state of af- 
\fairs immediately preceding the tra- 
igedy of Aug. 24, 1572. 

The Catholics of France had long 
been exasperated by this violent ele- 
ment, which, not content with tolera- 
tion for themselves, proposed to pro- 
scribe and put down by force the Cath- 
faith and dispossess the faithful 
of their properties.

All this, however, does 
the massacre; it merely 
shows how much they, themselves, 
were to blame for the hostility 
aroused against them. 

And now, William the Silent. He 
was the typical politician. It is a well 
known fact that he could be Catholic, 
or Calvinist, as it suited 
his policy. By a series of fortuitous 
circumstances, connected with the 
maladministration of the Netherlands 
by Ph.ip of Spain, and with the as- 
sistance, let it be emphasized, of the 
Catholic Dutch, who united with him 
against Spain, he. won to the fore. 
Yet, his motive was his own aggrand- 
izement. On July 9, 1572, when the 
emissaries of William, composed 
mostly of ruffans devoid of all human- 
ity, under William de la Marck, plun- 
dered the town of Gorkum, nineteen 
priests and monks, who refused to ab- 
faith, were put to 
barbarous manner. 
The “reforming” iconoclasts roamed 
throughout the country, plundering 
churches and murdering the priests 
and the faithful. It was rot long ago 
that the authorities of the Cathedral 
of Gouda, in Holland, discovered a 
secret panel which opened upon a 
staircase leading to an old crypt. Here 
was found a heap of skeletons, the 
remains of monks locked in the pass- 
to die by these iconoclasts who 
had come to plunder the church. 

It was pending the arrival of the 
new regent, Don John of Austria, that 
William struck the blow which insured 
his fortune. He arrested all the mem- 
bers of the Council of State, removed 
those opposed to him and packed the 
body with his friends. At Ghent this 
body met the delegates from Zealand 
and Holland, and there deliberated. 
under the watchful eye of William, on 
a plan to tolerate the two rival relig- 
ions in all the provinces save the two 
directly under the rule of William. In 
these two, however, Catholicism was 
to be rigidly suppressed. The Spanish 
soldiers at Antwerp, who, for a long 
time, had been without pay, plundered 
the city; and, because of the general 
revulsion over the massacre, William 
was able to put his suggestions into 
effect. Catholicism was suppressed in 
Holland and Zealand. William contin- 
ved his intrigues against the new re- 
gent when the latter arrived. After 
William’s defeat at the battle of Gem- 
bloux, he called in foreign Protestants 
to assist him. With this help Brussels, 
Antwerp, and Ghent were captured 

‘Id in a state of terror. 
“Cambridge Modern History,”

grace. It is the invincible ignorance of 
historic truth for the most part that 
is the cause of bigotry, ignorance that 
is dangerous to American ideals, 
rather than hurtful to the Church, be- 
eause bigotry ignores the lessons of 
experience so necessary for the ad- 
vance of civilization and good govern- 
ment. The Church teaches the princi- 
ples of religious truth, but those doc- 
trines have life that should be 
known, a life that has had a most ben- 
eficial and salutary influence on the 
political institutions of the world. Try 
as the bigot may, he cannot separate 
history from dogma, but he may dis- 
tort the history in his vain and fruit- 
less efforts to weaken the truth. This 
wilful distortion of historic truth is 
the more deplorable, since those who 
are appointed to instruct, think they 
do a service to the country when by 
base insinuat'on they accuse Catholics 
of the worst absurdities and, to de- 
throne the Church, dispute with her 
the proofs of her birth; they hope to 
obseure her origin, in order, with less 
fear of detection, to allege that she 
may have been changed in the cradle.

spiritually, ete. 

Then has it never occurred to you how little there 
is in our good works to boast of? What perfection is 
there in our prayers? How much are our fastings 
worth? With what sort of preparation and disposi- 
tions do we receive the Sacraments? How fervent 
are we at Mass? 

Yes, do you honestly believe that your good works 
outweigh your evil works? If you are not convinced 
that they do, the Church would have you. close the 
year with regret and sorrow, and to begin the new 
year with better dispositions; and she would ask you 
to reflect on the Judgment, to which you will be a 
party on the day of your death, and then again before 
the whole world “where eternity begins.”
